Study: Maria death 
toll off by thousands

It’s 70 times higher than San Juan says, team finds

Officials in Puerto Rico say 
64 people lost their lives after 
Hurricane Maria slammed into 
the island in September. A new 
report says that estimate is off 
— by about 4,600. 

If the analysis is correct, it 
means that for every hurricane- 
related death now on the books, 
another 70 fatalities in the U.S. 


territory have gone uncounted. 

“Our results indicate that the 
official death count of 64 is a 
substantial underestimate of 
the true burden of mortality af- 
ter Hurricane Maria,’ research- 
ers concluded in a study pub- 
lished Tuesday in the New Eng- 
land Journal of Medicine. 

This isn’t the first time peo- 
ple have questioned the official 
estimate of the number of 
deaths after the then-Category 


4 hurricane made landfall on 
Puerto Rico on Sept. 20, 2017. 

The study authors noted that 
several “independent investiga- 
tions” have put the true number 
“in excess of 1,000.” 

With sustained winds of up 
to 155 miles per hour and heavy 
rains that caused catastrophic 
flooding, there were many ways 
for Hurricane Maria to kill, ex-

Gov. Scott still pursuing Hispanic votes

TALLAHASSEE — On the 
campaign trail for a U.S. Senate 
seat, Gov. Rick Scott has been 
striking a lonely voice when it 
comes to Florida Republicans 
wooing Hispanic voters. 

At the same time, the Republi- 
cans running to replace him as 
governor, Adam Putnam and Ron 
DeSantis, are trying to out-Don- 


ald Trump each 
other in their anti- 
immigration rhet- 
oric, a vital issue to 
many Hispanics. 
Scott has made 
frequent trips to 
Scott Puerto Rico and 
held several meet- 
ings in Central Florida to high- 
light efforts to aid those who fled 
after Hurricane Maria struck the 
island in September. In Miami, he 


has bashed the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment and called for more 
sanctions. His campaign already 
has released a Spanish-language 
ad six months before the general 
election. 

“What I think it shows is you 
have to have the Hispanic vote in 
Florida to win Florida,” said 
Lance DeHaven Smith, a Florida 
State University political science

Morgan: Let smokable medical pot ruling stand

Orlando attorney John Morgan 
called on Gov. Rick Scott to drop 
the state’s appeal of a ruling in 
favor of smokable medical mari- 
juana, saying the governor is 
“playing with political wildfire” 

Leon Circuit Court Judge 
Karen Gievers ruled Friday that 
the state’s ban on smokable canna- 
bis is unconstitutional, a decision 
followed almost immediately by 
the state Department of Health ap- 
pealing the case to a district court. 

At his law offices Tuesday, Mor- 
gan said Scott alone could deter- 
mine whether the appeal contin- 
ues. He said the governor should 
allow patients like his client, Cathy 
Jordan, who has had ALS since 


1986, to take marijuana in the way 
that works best for them. 

“Gov. Scott should say, ‘enough 
is enough} ” said Morgan, a long- 
time Democratic fundraiser. “This 
is plain old meanness.” 

He said if Scott doesn’t drop the

‘Roseanne’ 
canceled 
after star’s 
racist tweet 


Barr’s remark targeted 
former Obama adviser

NEW YORK — ABC canceled 
its hit reboot of “Roseanne” on 
Tuesday following star Rose- 
anne Barr’s racist tweet that re- 
ferred to former Barack Obama 
adviser Valerie Jarrett as a prod- 
uct of the Mus- 
lim Brotherhood 
and the “Planet 
of the Apes.” 

ABC Enter- 
tainment Presi- 
dent Channing 
Dungey said the $ 
comment “is ab- Barr 
horrent, repug- 
nant and inconsistent with our 
values.” Barr had apologized and 
deleted her Monday night tweet, 
calling it a “bad joke” but the 
damage had already been done. 

Barr was also dumped by her 
talent agency, ICM Partners. 

The revival of the comedy 
was a surprise smash for ABC, 
owned by the Walt Disney Co, 
and was counted on to lead the 
network’s fortunes next season. 
Its first new episode in March 
was seen by more than 25 mil- 
lion people, with delayed view- 
ing counted in, numbers that are 
increasingly rare in network 
television. ABC expected adver- 
tisers to pay millions of dollars 
for the chance to be seen during 
commercial breaks on televi- 
sion’s most popular comedy af- 
ter “The Big Bang Theory.”

Pompeo will 
meet with 
top Kim aide

WASHINGTON — The 
Trump administration moved 
on multiple fronts Tuesday to 
prepare for a possible nuclear 
summit with North Korean 
leader Kim Jong Un in Singa- 
pore next month, as U.S. di- 
plomats scrambled to revive the 
meeting Trump publicly scrap- 
ped last week. 

Most importantly, the White 
House said Secretary of State 
Mike Pompeo will travel to 
New York City today to sit 
down with Gen. Kim Yong 
Chol, considered Kim Jong 
Un’s closest aide. 

The former intelligence 
chief, whom Pompeo met dur- 
ing his two visits to Pyongyang, 
presumably can speak directly 
about whether the North Kore- 
an leader is serious about nucle- 
ar disarmament. 

Other U.S. teams huddled 
with North Korean officials in 
Singapore and planned to meet 
in the demilitarized zone be- 
tween the two Koreas in a push 
to assemble the complex logis- 
tics and still-unformed agenda
